Tests of groundwater from 
wells located on the grounds on 
and near the former Boyne City 
landfill site in Evangeline Town- 
ship show some contamination 
according to DNR officials but, 
according to a look at the results 
of the tests being made, only two 
wells out of the ten wells drilled 
by the DNR showed any con- 
tamination atall. 

The two wells, one a new well 
drilled last December, are 
located within the landfill site. 
The newer well was drilled at the 
edge of where refuse was dum- 
ped prior to its being closed by 
the city. The other well with con- 
tamination is the same well that 
showed contamination in a 
previous test. lt is located next to 
the roadway leading to the dum- 
ping area. 

According to City Manager 
Randy Frykberg, the test results 
show something different than 
what the DNR has reported to 
the area daily newspaper. 

“Sure, they found something, 
but according to the results, 
almost everything found was 
almost not detected," he said. 

Areview of the results showed 
that the DNR tests were not able 
to be confirmed by their own 
department tests. 

Aftera preliminary finding ofa 
substance, Dichloroethane, for 
example showed a 4 parts per 
billion finding, the same sample 
was determined to be uncontfir- 
med in a back-up test required by 
the state to confirm the original 
finding. 

Other samples taken during 
the same tests showed many of 
the supposed contamination to be 
unconfirmed by the second test. 

While the state was sampling 
the wells, they allowed the city to 
have some of the samples for 
their own sampling tests. The 
firm of Aquatic Systems, Inc. of 
Ludington did testing for the city 
and found almostall of the sample 
solutions to be less than one part 
per billion on all chlorinated 
hydrocarbons, pebs and 
organochlorine pesticides. 

They also tested for phthalate 
esters and polar pesticides, 
purgeable halocarbons and found 
much the same.

With the coming of spring 
happening so fast, my thoughts 
about putting ina lawn in front of 
the ol’ homestead are fast 
becoming something I will have 
todorather than think about. 

Talways figured that someday 
I would have a house where I 
didn’t have to mow anything. 
Like grass. I also wouldn't have 
to water, fertilize, weed, spray, 
caress, pray, rake or anything. 

It would be just like I wanted. 
No lawn to take up the time on 
the weekend. 

But after getting into a new 
house last year, and seeing the 
right kind of lawn that made me 
happy, I was informed that this 
year, we would have to have a 
carpet of grass for all the little 
visitors to play on. 

So, I started to think about 
how I could get all the 
reclaimation work done prior to 
putting in a lawn. After ail, 
several years of weeds and sumac 
were allowed to grow where the 
lawn was supposed to go. 

I thought about spraying tht 
whole area with “Agent Orange” 
to get rid of all*the weeds and 
brush, but my thinking on all of 
the toxins contained in that stuff 
and the apparent unavailability 
around town kept that thought 
from maturing. 

I also thought I could find 
someone with a brush hog, a 
plow, disk and harrow that could 
do the job. 

But after talking with a couple 
of farmers with all that equip- 
ment, they told me it would be a 
little like planting potatoes. 

If you take a potato and cut it 
up with all the eyes, each will 
produce a new plant. In my case, 
that would mean the weeds 
would come back threefold, the 
sumac would come in thicker 
than ever, and I would never see 
any of the grass seed that would 
have been planted. 

So then I thought about hiring 
a bulldozer to come in and scrape 
away about 15 inches of what 
could be called topsoil, replace 
that with new loads of sterilized 
topsoil, add in a little fertilizer 
and plant on that. 

But after looking at all the cost 
that would be involved, I would 
have to save up a lot more money 
inorder todo that job. 

So, I have been asking around 
tosee how others have dealt with 
the growth of sumac. 


ottings 


Several said you just start 
pulling it up, getting as much root 
as possible. They said it takes 
several years to get all of the 
growth the darned plant has. 
Every time you break off a root, 
another tree will break through 
the topsoil. 

Not having the motivation to 
spend several years fighting the 
problem, I thought a combination 
of stuff I can get from the har- 
dware store, the pulling of the 
roots, the plowing up and disking, 
might make the ground available 
sooner for planting the grass. 

Then I started thinking about 
what kind of grass I should use. 
Should it be a combination of 
grasses, or should it be a single 
variety? And if a single, which 
one? 

I thought about bluegrass, I 
thought about fescue, I thought 
about every combination known. 
Heck, leven thought about hay. 

I even thought about those 
Zoysia plugs you see advertised 
all over the place in magazines 
and newspapers. But those take 
several years to fill out ina lawn 
and I don’t think I could stand the 
soil erosion while waiting for 
them to take hold. 

I have been reading every 
piece of literature, every press 
release, and anything that 
crosses the desk from the mail. 

The best news is that I think I 
have found what may be the. 
special grass I have been looking: 
for all my life. 

Seems a Canadian geneticist 
has come up with 35 kinds of what 
he calls a miracle grass from the 
17 varieties of alpine grass 
species he has been working with 
for several years. 

The grass he has developed is 
said to repel weeds, resist 
disease, dislikes fertilizer, stays 
green late in the season and, best 
ofall, barely grows! 

That's the part I like. Barely 
grows. That means barely have 
to mow it.

Kite warning issued by power co. 


With the arrival of 
springtime weather, 
young people's 
energies turn to out- 
door activities like 
flying kites and clim- 
bing trees. Con- 
sumers Power Com- 
pany suggests that 
parents and 
educators take a few 
minutes before the 
outdoor fun begins to 
review some basic 
safety reminders. 

“When it comes to 
outdoor fun, we tell 
children to ‘look up, 
stay away from 


overhead electric 
lines and stay alive’,” 
said Rann C. Lincoln, 
Jr., vice president, 
distribution operations. 

“When flying kites, 
be sure to do it in an 
open field, away from 
electric lines, trees or 
other obstructions. 
Most inportant, if 
your kite gets tangled 
in an electric line, 
don't try to untangle 
it-let go of it,” said 
Lincoln. “Electricity 
travels along the path 
of least resistance and 
could travel down the 


string and harm a 
youngster trying to 
untangle a kite,” said 
Lincoln. 

“Use wood, paper 
or plastic in making 
your kite, not wire or 
other metal pieces 
that can conduct elec- 
tricity. Also, you 
should never climb 
utility poles, trees or 
broadcast towers to 
retrieve a tangled 
kite,” said Lincoln. 
“Safe kite flying is no 
accident, added Lin- 
coln. 


While many 


children take to the 
air with kites, tree 
climbing is also a 
favprite warm 
weather pastime. But 
good common sense 
also needs to be used 
when climbing the 
favorite tree in the 
backyard or park, 
notes Lincoln. 

“We urge parents 
to look over the trees 
their children want to 
climb to make sure no 
overhead lines go 
through or near the 
trees that the kids 
could touch,” said

drowsiness or com- 
bativeness, get 
medical help im- 
mediately. If youcan’t 
reach your own doc- 
tor, take the child toa 
hospital emergency 
room. If the sym- 
ptoms indicate Reye's 
Syndrome, treatment 
should begin at once. 

Between 80 and 90 
percent of the young 
Reye’s Syndrome 
patients, ranging in 
age from infancy to 18 
years, survive with 
appropriate treat- 
ment. 

According to in- 
formation supplied by: 
the Michigan Depar- 
tment of Public 
Health, although the 
specific cause 1S 
unknown, there’ 
seems to be a 
relationship between 
the disease and. 
children's taking 
aspirin and aspirin- 
containing medication 
during chickenpox 
and flu-like illnesses. 
Rather than giving 


aspirin in some form, 
parents are advised to 
leave their children’s 
low grade fevers un- 
treated, or make the 
patient more comfor- 
table by sponging 
with lukewarm water. 

Dr. Youngs went on 
to say, “I strongly 
recommend that all 
parents should be 
aware of the sym- 
ptoms of Reye’s Syn- 
drome. Early contact 
with the family 
physician or 
emergency medical 
facility can aid in the 
prevention of serious 
complications.” Paren- 
tsshould contact their 
family physician if 
they have questions 
concerning the 


treatment of ill family 
members. 

Between October 1, 
1986 until January 8, 
1987 only one case of 
Reye's Syndrome has 
been reported in the 
state of Michigan. The 
increased number of 
cases of chickenpox, 
Taiwan A flu, and 
other flu-like illnesses 
should serve as an in- 
dication that 
recovering children 
could develop Reye's 
Syndrome,

especially in children.’ 


These diseases are 
whooping cough, 
polio, measles, 
diphtheria and mum- 
ps. 

Parents can help to 
prevent another 
serious type of 
childhood illness. A 
bacteriam (“Germ”) 
called Haemophilus 
influenzae type B (or 
Hib). Hib attacks one 
of every 200 children 
in the United States 
before age 5. 

Hib can be respon- 
sible for over half of 
all cases of meningitis 
in children. Hib may 
also be responsible for 
more than 90% of all 
cases of epiglottitus 
(A medical emergency 
that may cause 


choking) in children. 
Many infections that 
can cause joint 
problems and crip- 
pling forms. of ar- 
thritis have also been 
linked to Hib infec- 
tions. 

One infected child 
may make many other 
children sick. That is 
why immunization 
against Hib is the best 
way to prevent 
children from cat- 
ching and spreading 
this type of serious 
childhood illness. The 
new vaccine has been 
tested and is up to 
90% effective in the 2 
to6 year-old group. 

The United States 
Public Health Service 
recommends this new 
vaccine for all 
children once they 
have reached 24 mon- 
ths of age. Because of 
their increased risk, 
children 18-23 months 
old who attend day 


care should also be 
considered for the 
vaccination, although 
the vaccine is less 
likely to be as effec- 
tivein this age group.

1. The Water Street Inn, 216 Front Street 
(Property Tax Code 051-435-003-50), is 
asking for a variance to install a permanent 
free standing sign on their property to ad- 


| vertise their business. Free standing signs 


are not allowed in the Central Business 

District unless a variance is granted. 

2. Dr. John Karkosak, 337 State Street 

(Property Tax Code 051-245-04500), is | 
requesting a sign variance so that he may be 


| allowed to continue to display three in- 


dividual free standing signs, rather than a 
single, stacked free standing sign as allowed 
as a non-conforming professional office area 
use. More details will be given at the Public 
Hearing. 

3. Brooks-Dietze Development, owners of 


| Parkview Apartments, 326 E. Division 


Street (Property Tax Code 051-302-011-00), 


| wishes to construct 32 additional apartment 


‘units on their present property. Under the 
density rule of Planned Residential Districts 
(PRD), they are allowed a total of 50 units. 


| Since 32 units are already existing, their 


allowable density would limit the number of 
new units to be built at 18. A variance of 14 
additional units is being requested to be 
granted, so that the total number of units on 


‘| the 10 acre parcel will equal 64 units, rather 
‘| than the maximum density of 50 units.
